Church Associations Face Tax 
Problem 


According to RNS, the new revenue 
bill now before Congress will require 
“religious and apostolic corporations” 
to file income returns. The purpose 
is for study by Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. Senator Taft, of Ohio, stat- 
ed that the bill was “an effort to ob- 
tain information upon which to base 
a future program of taxing a long 
list of organizations now exempt.” 
He pointed out that under existing 
law, the treasury has the authority 
to get this information. “Purely reli- 
gious organizations” are not referred 
to in the provision requiring the re- 
turns. This, regardless of the inten- 
tion, is an effort to take the church 
into the grip of the state.

National Layman’s Council, writing 
on the subject of “Can We Preserve 
Our American System,” states that 
there is attached to the Congrega- 
tional and Christian Churches a left- 
wing organization known as_ the 
“Council for Social Action” (organ- 
ized in 1930).

(Pages 77, 
78). The point is solemnly this: that 
while church members may be duped 
into crying, “Down with capitalism,” 
it remains that when it falls both th 
Christian and the irreligious becom 
the slaves of the state; and even the 
right of worship will be denied them. 
Communism cries, “Down with capi- 
talism,” and it also cries out, “Away 
with God.” All that is vital and pre- 
cious will go when the right of the 
individual to own property goes. If a 
man can’t be himself and work for 
himself, then he belongs by process 
of domination to those who control 
the government.

Nazi Anti-Religious Activities 


Stockholm reports that twenty-one 
clergymen are still held by the Nazis 
in concentration camps. The Quisling 
bishop of Stavanger, Norway, has 
urged sharper measures by Quisling 
Church Department against what 
Quislingites call “rebel bishops.” A 
report coming out of Geneva states 
that “Gestapo gents machine-gunnedi 
and wounded a number of students 
and a professor of theology” at the 
Strasbourg University in Alsace. 
Dutch pastors have drawn up a thir- 
teen-point denunciation of Nazi 
ideology. The document bore the title 
of “War-Time Confession of Faith.”

cts 2:4: “And they were all filled 

th the Holy Ghost and began to 

speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” 

I would like to call your attention 
to being filled with the Spirit. In 
this time when the need is so great 
for workers that are filled with the 
Holy Ghost, the price of a spiritual 
worker is not equaled. There has 
never been any thing found that will 
take the place of this Pentecostal 
blessing that these people received on 
that day. It is just what will meet the 
needs of this day when there is so 
much compromising with things that 
are shadows of sin and things that 
do not edify the body of Christ. 

This experience is supernatural. 
His workings with the sanctified are 
adverse to the natural person and 
they do not understand what it is all 
about. And, of course, there is much 
objection to His working because it is 
not in the trend of the natural world. 
Therefore there is a great danger of 
our being swayed by the opinion of 
the people to be somewhat earthly in 
our teachings. However, we _ are 
aware of the fact that we are dealing 
with the earthly, but we need to lead 
them to the heavenly things that will 
lift their sinking soul. This is just 
what being filled with the Holy Ghost 
will do. It will lead men to the things 
that will help them to live right and, 
too, they will have “joy unspeakable 
and full of glory.” 

The Holy Ghost came to the ones 
that tarried for Him, and filled all 
that were ready. And what a stir 
when the people came together, for 
they saw things that they could not 
give account for as far as the natural 
law was concerned. But something 
beyond the natural law was working 
and-that was He, the Holy Ghost, and 
He will do the same today if we will 
follow the pattern that is given us 
in the Holy Writ. 

I remember well when I was a lad 
of a boy, when I would be called 
around a family altar and my father 
would read Matthew 24, how my heart 
would tremble and I would fear.

I joined the church soon 
after that and felt fine but still there 
was a hunger for something that the 
apostles had. One day some people 
came along and told me about the 
Holy Ghost. After much resisting I 
was led to the understanding of this 
light and about 2:30 one morning 
I came through filled with the 
Holy Ghost, speaking with tongues. 
When all pride and earthly thinking 
was gone the’ great heavenly 
came in. Such scriptures as Acts 2:4; 
10:44-48; 19:1-6, and many others 
were convincing, however I had read 
them many times but it was different 
now for they had light that I 
never saw before. Immediately I 
could see that there was power given, 
for the Word said that “Ye shall re- 
ceive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you,” Acts 1:8, 
and fire began to burn in my soul 
that I never had experienced before.

Training is 
fine, education is needful, but none of 
this will take the place of this that 
makes men powerful men for the 
Lord. People who are baptized with 
this baptism are neither foolish nor 
ignorant, but are able to know the 
will of God. 

We find Paul asking for the Spirit- 
filled to do something, in Gal. 6:1, 
that no other can do. When some- 
thing is to be done, this kind of people 
are always chosen. Rev. 2:7, “He 
that hath an ear, let him hear.” Who 
have ears to hear what the Spirit says 
but they that are spiritual? No one 
can restore but those that are 
spiritual. 

Some may say that we ought to be 
careful and not preach some things 
when we have certain people in at- 
tendance at our services. I believe 
that if we are led by the Spirit we will 
say the thing that will do them good. 
When we preach we are not to re- 
gard the person of any but preach the

Stephen was chosen because he 
was Spirit-filled, and when he 
preached to that howling mob there 
was an enduement of power that was 
from above that made him preach 
with confidence.

We read that Samson had power un- 
til he began to flirt with the woman 
that was called his wife. Many 
people had power until they began to

@ Text, “And this is the victory that 


overcometh the world, even our faith,” 
1 John 5:4. 

So often my morning prayer is, 
“Lord, give me power to overcome to- 
day.” Just as these words left my lips 
one morning this text flashed through 
my mind, “This is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our 
faith.” It seemed that the Father was 
handing me the very weapon that 
I had been needing, and asking for so 


often, yet I hadn’t realized just 
what the “power” was that I had been 
asking for. 


Jesus overcame the world. He also 
said, “He that overcometh the same 
shall be clothed in white raiment, 
And I will not blot out his name out 
of the book of life, but I will confess 
his name before the Father, and be- 
fore the angels.” 

By overcoming the world does not 
mean we will overcome all difficulties 
and temptations. Nor does it mean we 
can overcome others by our argument 
that holiness is right. The first one 
for us to overcome is SELF. “And they 
overcame him by the blood of the 
Lamb and the word of their testi- 
mony.” We don’t keep the victory by 
our word only, or by testifying that 
we are saved; but by taking on the 
whole armor of God are we able to 
“quench all the fiery darts of the 
evil one.” 

1 remember a few years ago I came 
across this scripture, “Taking the 
shield of faith, wherewithal we shall 
be able to quench all the fiery darts 
of the wicked.” It seemed the words 
just stood out like a huge sign post. 
I exclaimed to myself, “This is the 
key, the weapon I have been looking 
for. I can now get the victory over 
evil.” It seemed I just must tell 
someone. A colored woman was 
cleaning my house, I called her and 
said, “Auntie, I have found a way to 
get the victory over the devil.” She 
looked surprised, and probably 
thought me a little unbalanced. She 
said, “Sho’ ’nuf?” with a big smile as if 
sharing a conspiracy with me. 

In “Pilgrim’s Progress,” Christian 
was waging a mighty battle with 
Apollyan, by the use of the shield of 
faith, and the Sword of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God. The Sword 
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slipped from Christian’s hand. For an 
instant it looked as if Christian 
might lose. Even old Apollyan 
knew the mighty power of the Sword, 
so exclaimed, “Ah! I have you 
now.” Just then Christian re- 
covered the Sword, and the battle was 
soon ended. No enemy is able to 
conquer the child of God who will 
keep on the whole armor of God and 
fight according to the rules in the 
Book. The trouble with us is, we lay 
aside the armor God gave us, and 
grab the first club we can get hold 
of. Alas, we are thus often defeated. 

We often hear a loud noisy testi- 
mony; some one will say, “That sis- 
ter has the power.” Well, she may 
have, but she didn’t get it in the 
noise. Someone said, “The power 
surely fell last night. If you had been 
there you would have got some.” Now 
I doubt if I would. If I didn’t get any 
power in the quiet hour of prayer 
alone with God, I don’t think the 
shouts at church would bring me 
power. 

A& brother is always saying, “I’m 
glad I’m with this noisy crowd.” Now 
Jesus didn’t say, “Ye are overcomers 
according to the noise you can make 
at church.” Many of our best shouters 
make a great noise while the power is 
falling, but are not able to endure a 
season of “drouth of endurance.” 

“Forasmuch then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm your- 
selves likewise with the same mind.” 
Arm yourselves with the same mind 
as Christ. “Let this mind be in you 
which was in Christ.” We know Jesus 
was of a meek mind, a humble mind. 
He was obedient even unto death. He 
did not seek glory for Himself, was 
willing to be a servant, was willing 
to suffer even the death of the cross, 
that we might have the overcoming 
power that He had. He had a tender, 
forgiving spirit, not riling again 
when they riled on Him, but saying, 
“Father, forgive them, for they know 
not what they do.” 

Now we believe if we suffer with 
Christ we shall also reign with Him, 


-but how many of us can say with 


Paul, “I’m crucified with Christ”? 
Are we willing to suffer a little that 
the world might believe we know 
Christ? Some of us seem to know 


Him in the meeting, especially the 
revival, when all the visitors are 
there and the evangelist is preaching 
a good sermon. Then we all seem to 
have the victory. But just wait until 
prayer meeting night, or the time 
the pastor can’t be there. The 
Christians will be wise who keep the 
whole armor handy just in case it 
might suddenly be needed. 

I remember an argument with my 
husband. He had said something that 
hurt very much. I was just thinking 
to myself, “What can I say to show 
him what he has done?” I just 
couldn’t think of anything bad 
enough, so I thought, “I will ask God.” 
The answer was not long in coming, 
but what a shock I got. Here it is: 
“Study to be quiet.” I soon forgot the 
“fuss” and began to “study.” Holiness 
people are known to be very 
noisy, which is as it should be if God 
is in the noise, but God is not always 
in “the storm” (the noise). If we 
would just “study to be quiet” a lit- 
tle we might hear a still small voice. 
Your overcoming power might be in 
quiet sometimes and letting God 
speak to you. Just remember, the army 
going forth with the loudest drums 
does not always win the victory. 

There may be some suffering, even 
a cross in this warfare. Let’s not count 
anything too dear to lose that we 
might gain Christ. Let’s never say we 
gave up this, or that, for Christ. 
Could we call that old wasted, sinful 
life anything? When we think of 
what Jesus gave up for us, how can 
we help but want to give our all? Paul 
said, “I count all things but loss for 
the excellency of the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus my Lord, for whom I 
have suffered the loss of all things, 
and do count it but dung, that I 
might gain Christ.” 

Paul must have been thinking of the 
crown thatisto be given to those 
that overcome, as we should be think- 
ing of, never saying the battle is too 
hard or that we lack any weapon we 
need to overcome.

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A Thorough Cleansing

Text: “Wash me throughly from 
mine iniquity, and cleanse me from 
my sin,” Psalms 51:2. 

Context: “Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit he taketh away: 
and every branch that beareth fruit, 
he purgeth (cleanseth) it that it may 
bring forth more fruit,” John 15:2. 

The greatest need of the Christian 
world today is a THOROUGH 
CLEANSING. We see the need of it on 
every hand, at home, on the job, in 
the church, and everywhere we go. 
Yes, we find the need of it in the pul- 
pits of our land. The ministers need it 
that they may be vessels unto honor, 
sanctified and meet for the Master’s 
use. His words should go forth out of 
CLEAN VESSELS who are veritable 
FLAMES OF FIRE, and no minister 
can be a FLAME OF FIRE for God 
unless he is thoroughly clean. 

David in his great prayer to God as 
recorded in Psalms 51, realized his 
need of a THOROUGH CLEANSING 
and so confessed it to God. In spite 
of all his devotion to God, he dis- 
covered a great lack in his life—and 
that was a lack of a THOROUGH 
CLEANSING. He had acknowledged 
his transgressions: but his SIN was 
ever before him. He further confessed 
that he “was shapen in iniquity and in 
SIN his mother had _ conceived 
him” (verse 5), BUT he was not just 
satisfied with admitting the existence 
of SIN in his life. He wanted a 
REMEDY for that condition. Listen 
to his prayer: “PURGE ME WITH 
HYSSOP, and I shall be clean: WASH 
ME, AND I SHALL BE WHITER THAN 
SNOW.” What, pray tell me, could 
make a man “WHITER THAN SNOW” 
but a THOROUGH CLEANSING? 

It is a little hard to confess, if you 
are a professing Christian, the need 
of a THOROUGH CLEANSING; but 
the failure to do so doesn’t destroy 
the need of it. It exists in your life, 
like a haunting shadow, which meets 
you at every turn. If you haven’t had 
your THOROUGH CLEANSING it is 
your own fault. The FOUNTAIN for 
your cleansing has been provided. 
(Zechariah 13:1.) 

Malachi, in his prophecy relating 
to Christ (3:2) spoke thus: “For he 
is like a refiner’s fire, and like fuller’s 
sope.” Like a refiner’s fire, in that 
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He burns out all the dross in our lives; 
like fuller’s soap in that He cleanseth 
us thoroughly from every trace and 
taint of sin. It is said that when the 
weavers of Bible days had finished 
weaving a piece of cloth it had a 
yellowish appearance but that after 
it had been washed in FULLER’S 
SOAP and hung out on the line it 
appeared in the distance like a small 
bank of snow, bleached perfectly 
white. Christ, Malachi says, is like 
that. He gives a THOROUGH 
CLEANSING. 


A Negro holiness preacher very aptly 

described the work of Christ in the 
human heart and life when he said, 
“De Lawd has two steps in His great 
plan of salvashun. Fust He cleans you 
out, den he cleans you up.” Or, as we 
Church of God folks put it, first He 
saves us, then sanctifies.us. 


Jesus, in the statement given in my 
context, says: “Every branch in me 
that beareth not fruit he taketh 
away, but every branch that beareth 
fruit he purgeth (giveth a thorough 
cleansing) it (WHAT FOR?) THAT IT 
MAY BRING FORTH MORE FRUIT.” 
Paul says, “If any man be in Christ he 
is a new creature.” Jesus spake of 
branches being in Him and bearing 
fruit. He said of Himself, “I AM THE 
VINE”; of His disciples, “YE ARE THE 
BRANCHES.” He further said 
these branches (being in Him and 
bearing fruit) that He purgeth (or 
cleansed them) that they might bring 
forth more fruit. In speaking of His 
disciples in John 17:16 He says: 
“They are not of the world as 
I am not of the world.” Surely 
they were saved men; they had 
followed Him in regeneration (Matt. 
19:28); they had cast out devils 
(Luke 10:17; their names were writ- 
ten in heaven (Luke 10:20), yet 
Christ prayed for their sanctification 
(THOROUGH CLEANSING). WHAT 
FOR? That they may be kept from the 
evil (John 17:15), THAT THEY MAY 
BE MADE PERFECT IN ONE (17:23). 
Read also Hebrews 2:11. 


One preacher recentiy said, “If any- 
body will show me one scripture where 
,God saves a man without sanctifying 
him, I’ll come out of this pulpit and 
never preach another sermon.” He 


hooted at the idea of sanctification 
being a distinct, separate, and sub- 
sequent blessing of God. While one 
sister was testifying to being saved, 
sanctified, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, they laughed at her. This 
same preacher told me, “You people 
think you’re converted when you'r 
just convicted. You weren’t saved, 
just thought you were.” But in spite 
of all his insistence that I wasn’t I 
was there when it happened. I was 
also close at hand when I was sanc- 
tified and I felt that cleansing, purg- 
ing tide of His blood make me every 
whit whole. I still cling to the 
doctrine of the Negro holiness preach- 
er, “Fust he cleans you out, den he 
cleans you up.” 

Theories are worthless unless they 
are supported by the Word. Let’s see 
if there is a subsequent blessing to 
being saved. 

“But if we walk in the light as 
he is in the light, WE HAVE FELLOW- 
SHIP ONE WITH ANOTHER (this is 
a distinct blessing within itself, 
coming with the new birth, and brings 
us into fellowship with God and each 
other) AND (here is a subsequent 
blessing, distinct and separate) THE 
BLOOD OF JESUS CHRIST HIS SON 
CLEANSETH US FROM ALL SIN.” 
1 John 1:7. I guess that preacher 
would certainly chump his bits if he 
read this. If a man has. been 
cleansed from all sin, he must be 
THOROUGHLY CLEAN. 

Dr. Paul believed that sanctification 
was a subsequent blessing to salva- 
tion and a thorough cleansing of 
man. Listen to him as he speaks: 
“Wherefore Jesus ALSO, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the 
gate,” Heb. 13:12. Did you notice that 
ALSO? Of course youdid. It was 
in capital letters. Why did Paul say 
ALSO? BECAUSE HE WAS 
ABOUT TO DESCRIBE A SUBSE- 
QUENT BLESSING OF SANCTIFICA- 
TION WHICH CHRIST CAME TO 
GIVE ALSO. In other words, He came 
to seek and save the lost, and ALSO 
TO SANCTIFY THEM. Where did that 
little preacher go that. said you 
weren’t saved until you were sanc- 
tified? COME BACK HERE, SIR! 

Paul in his address to the 
Christians at Thessalonica said: “And 
the very God of peace SANCTIFY 
YOU WHOLLY (GIVE YOU A 
THOROUGH CLEANSING), and I 
pray God that your whole spirit, and

Bishop P. D. Lewinson, one of th 
leading ministers in the Church of 
God in Jamaica, passed on to his re- 
ward January 14, 1944 after a few 

weeks of illness. 


Brother Lewinson has done a great 
work in Jamaica and was loved by the 
entire ministry there. He was erecting 
a beautiful church building in Aenon 
Town at the time of his being stricken 
with this fatal illness.

UP HIS HANDS AND BLESSED THEM 
AND LEFT THEM REJOICING WITH 
GREAT JOY. Little Preacher, would 
you please sir, give this blessing a 
name? You don’t want to name it? 
Well, let a Church of God preacher 
name it for you. The blessing of 
sanctification. The blessing that every 
born again child of God needs to serve 
God more acceptably and to bring 
forth more fruit. 

Well, I’d better hurry up and 
close. Brother Clark doesn’t want me 
to use this whole issue of the Evangel 
talking about a THOROUGH 
CLEANSING. But wait a minute, I’d 
like to tell you a little story before I 
close.

Once a landlord had a pretty little 
white house on the hill.

I don’t aim to have you there 
any longer.” Sambo threw his head 
back and swore. “Naw suh, I’se not 
gwine to move. Dat house is mine 
till next January and you sho’ ain’t 
gonna put me out. Yo’ ole white 
trash yo’, jes cawse I’se a Nigger yo’ 
ain’t gonna run ovah me.” The land- 
lord smarted under the scornful 
sass but used his head and calmly 
replied, “All right, Sambo, we shall 
see.” After breakfast the landlord got 
in his car and drove into town. Down 
at the sheriff’s office he gota war- 
rant out for the Negro for the 
malicious destruction of private 
property. At dinner the sheriff and his 
deputies came out to Sambo’s house. 
Sambo’s wife came to the door. She 
ran back into the house screaming, 
“Run fo’ yo’ life, Sambo, de sheriff 
has come to git yo.’” He bounded out 
a side door right into one of the 
deputies who said, “Don’t be in such a 
hurry, Sambo. We want you to carry 
your wife and family with you when 
you go. You’re going to move this 
afternoon.” Sambo, trembling, said, 
“Yas suh, I’se gwine move before the 
sun goes down.” After the Negro 
had moved the landlord went over 
and with farm help he scrubbed the 


filthy floors, the sloppy walls, fumi- 
gated the house, painted it inside and 
out and a week later rented it to a 
good class of white tenant hands. 

I told you that to tell you this. 
Through unfortunate trading you let 
the devil (Sambo is a good type of the 
devil) get into your heart and life. 
After he gets in he gets to be 
sassy. He begins to abuse your house 
and to defile it. When you try 
to get him out he says “NAW SUH,” 
just like Sambo.
